Dissolve copperas In your drain 
pipes often to clean out slime and 
greaae and to disinfect them. 

Qlve your table in pantry ani 
kitchen a coat ot common white 
paint; let dry, then apply a coat of 
white enamel. All you have to do 
to cl^an them Is to wipe with a 
damp cloth. 

If your kitchen is small, try put- 
ting a ruffle of black or green calico 
around your table.

They will 
nut have a disagreeable taste. 

Cold cereals can be sliced, rolled 
in flour and fried. It Is fine to eat 
with gravy or syrup. 

To boil cracked eggs, add a lit- 
tle salt to water, and they will 
cook without running out 
Always keep a pad of note pa- 



frtghteh them no more than la ab- 
solutely necessary. Every farmer and 
poultryman should have several 
catching hooks about tbe tann. 
They save time In catching your 
poultry and often prevent Injury to 
the bird occasioned by fright. Takd 
an ordinary broom handle and at- 
tach a six-foot piece of No. 10 steel 
wire to It. It' iid ii to the proper 
shape, it makes it much better and 
more rigid If you reinforce the main 
wire with a second wire of like 
size. You can bend and thus in- 
crease or diminish the size of the 
hook to correspond with the size 
of the fowl's leK which you are at- 
tempting to catch. Slip the hook 
qule.tly down toward the fowl, ani 
quickly reach ii around the shank. 
Just above the foot, and the fowl 
can then be gently drawn toward 
you and Us foot releaaed. Be care- 
ful not to Injure %he le^. 

THINGS WORTH KNOWING. 

A one-year-old cock bird mated 
with a two-year-old hen uaually 
gives beat results, or a two-year-old 
male with twelve-months'-old fu- 
mal^B. In selecting hens, pick out 
the best layers, with strong constltu 
tlons, good form and general size. 

.Most poultry raisers avoid giving 
their fowls any salt whatever. This 
Is a mistake, for a little salt aids 
digestion and has a tendency to 
ward off a disease, but should never 
be given to excess. Salt frees tbe 
blood of many of Its Impurities and 
helps to keep the system in good 
working order and haa a tendency 
to expel tbe wiry gluard worms. 
There Is a small amount of salt In 
every egg, and it makea tbe mash 
more palatable. Do not allow any 
lumps of salt to get into the food. 

Oyster shell Is too soft to take 
tbe place of grit. Orit must be bard 
and aharp.

For three years I have been 
basking in the sunlight ot south 
west Oklahoma, and for all 1 Ilka 
the country aiid climate I never 
lose the love for my old home and 
l.awreiKu (cmnly friends Now 
will try and tell somethliiK about 
ihis louiiiry. The soil is moslly :i 
loamy sand, while wt- have soiie 
tlKht land. It is all productive, (ilol- 
'on Is the prlndjial crop, still curu 
wheat, oats, kaffen orn unci maize 
are grown In large quantities. This 
Is a fine alfalfa country and Is 
grown extensively. Like all tbe 
southwest we are subject to drouths 
hot winds, sand storms and northers 
Cyclones are not so numerous as 1 
had thought tot before living here, 
still we have one once In awhile 
most commonly al>out the first ot 
May and June. People are prepared 
for those emergencies therefora 
there are but tew deaths from cy' 
lones. Crops are fine liere ttilsi 
year. Hot winds didn't molest 
any because there was plenty of 
rain on the plains of N. M. W-j 
have no timber except aloiif,' tht 
streams, the country Is level with 
xceptioii of a brake now and then 
by the Wlchetaw mountains. 

The red man still exists in our 
community. The Kiowa tribe live or 
exist in about eight miles of Qiir 
town. They are harmless, molesting 
nothing and fast passing away. 

The country Is thickly 'settled 
generally a house on every quarter 
section (160) acres. Our winters are 
not so severe as In Kentucky and 
we are never tormented with mud 
long at a 'time. There Is always a 
breeze Mowing which keeps the sur- 
face dry. There are but few Ken- 
iirklana In this part but I meet 
ne now and then. 
With best wishes for the NEWS 
and Lawrence-co. people I will ring 
off to come again some time.

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point, we have been turning too much to what ia called 
higher education. I am myself a believer in higher educa- 
tion. I mean by that the universities, colleges and high 
•chools and would not detract from their importance in the least, but 
ihey are already liberally provided for far in advance of our common 
schools. 

We are told by the United States bureau of education "that more 
than two-thirds of our boys in tlie United States leave school before 
the end of the eighth grade;" "that the average length of a boy's 
schooling \a less than six years, and this schnol training before the 
ages of twelve to fourteen years, while the bqy is too young to appre- 
ciate his loss;" *'that less than one boy in four completes the grammar 
grades jind but one boy'in eight goes any further with liis schooling;" 
"that only one boy in forty of those who enter the first year of high 
■ehool completes the course in high school, public or private, or goes 
higher;" "that of all boys tivelvo to fourteen years of age who should 
certainly be in school less than CO per cent are there." 

From the Sage Foundation fund's reports we are told that of 100 
boys who enter the first p^de only fifty-five enter the fifth crade, only 
twenty-seven are left in the eighth grade, six in the high school and 
one to enter college ; that only 5 per cent of the males in the naiioB 
are fitted by definite edneational training for their ooeopcdons or to- 
cations. 

These facts are given on high authority, and when we remember 

that they apply to the country at large and tiutt Eentocky is probably 
bdow this average, is it not lamentable I IF ONLY ONE BOY IN 
FORTY COMPLETES THE HIGH SCHOOL COURSE IS IT 
NOT VERY nrPOKTANT FOR US TO GO MORE STRENU- 
OUSLY AFTER THE OTHER "THIRTY AND NINEr' 

I think at present we, educators and all, are following the old trend 
bf looking too ezdnsively toward the higher education. I think our 
legislative bodies have illustrated this when four years ago they made 
it mandatory on every county in the state to build a high school within 
two years. There was little mandatory concerning the poor, *n*»X\ 
schools scattered throughout the counties. These "thirty and nine" 
poor devilq will have little chance to get within sight of a high school 
at all, but must plod along as best they may. 

It is tme the same legislature allowed the fiscal court to levy a 
tax of 20 cents on the $100 for school purposes in each county. It is 
also true that many of the counties levying this tax have used it 
largely in establishing a high school at the ooimty seat or some other 
town, which is unfair to these "thirty and nine" who do not get to the 
high school^ Jiffi*fe«g='««M«^ •

Thus the back districts in the counties (where there are generally 
more children) are compelled to get along with the cheapest and poor- 
est teachers. These teachers, as a rule, have the minimum salaries. 
Now, I hold that these "thirty and nine" out in the back districts for 
good results need the best teachers or at least as gfood as the best 

This oondition can be met at once by the county boards supple-, 
ajenting the salaries of teachers in the poor districts out of the county 
funds.

Not so with other more prosperous and 
progressive states, fully recoguizing the value and importance of their 
children. With enlightened teti and intelligence their tendency has 
boojv to crowd all the money into tlicir schools that oonld be judi- 
ciously tised, looking upon it as a wise, businesslike proposition, a 
most profitable investment, and so it has proved, states younger and 
no more favorably situated, with really inferior natural rasotuoes, inr- 
passing us in material wealth two and three fold. 

BEFORE WE CAN MAKE THK NEEDED AND DESIRED PROO- 
REM WE MUST GET THE VIEWPOINT THAT IT IS NOT ONLY OUR 
NIOH AND HOLY DUTY, BUT MOST PROFITABLE, TO SEE OUR 
CHILDREN AND THEIR SCHOOLS FROM THE INVESTMENT SIDE 
AND PROVIDE OENIROUSLY THK FINANCIAL AID THAT IS IM-

Fniibermore, we must awaken out of our apathy and see that 
this money is used to the bwt advantage and not frittered away by 
incompetence or graft We haTe been furnishing two a&d a hidf to 
three million dollars per annum for our schools for a number of yeart.

I ahonld like to know why we pnnne tha tmbnaineaslike, illogieal 
and absolutely unfair method of offering three kinds of teachers' cer- 
tificates, especially now as tbe conntiee hav« the right to tax then^ 
selves np to 20 cents on $100 for general aohool pnrpoaea. ABE 
WE DELIBERATELT TRYTSTr TO MAKE THREE CLASSES 
OF CITIZENS— THE INFERIOR, THE MODERATELY GOOD 
AND THE BEST? In a tme democracy thare ia no nae or room for 
classes. Ouj^ht not our efforts to be addreaaed to the one objeot of 
making an average intelligent good citizenship t 

Under preaent arrangementa we are eompelling the poorer sectiona 
of OPT co nntiea to w nplciy ^b&d^laas teachen whoae capacity will not 
tSSer them to go aEove*^ of $80 to $40 per month, while the 
cities and towns and wealthier parte of the connties are paying $60 
to $75 per month. Of course this higher pay and be^r environmenk 
attract the best teachers, thoee holding the first daaa certificatca.

This is not only generous and nnselfish, but it is Christlike, and 
it ia a wise bnaineaa proposition to make good and intelligent ffitia w w 
out of these less fortunates. I think when the people consider thia 
question deliberately tbey will see the folly of preynt methods and 
demand a change and will get it Therefore it wonld be wise for 
tfacliors to prepare thcmselTcs to get first class certificates, and I 
think they have no time to lose because the change when started will 
come quickly. The state haa two normal achools and the tmirerBify 
whose business it is to prepare teachers. 

Not 26 per cent of the teachers of the state are taking advantage 
of these opportnnities, and many of them will be left ont mhea the 
change comes. I am hoping to see the day when our teachera wfll be 
better paid, but when tbat day dawns it will bring with it alao an im* 
deniable demand for better prepared teachera.
